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THE NEX?-CONGRESS. 


The present house, counting in Col- 
orado, stands 184 democrats to .109 re- 
publicans. It igatidal-wave body,and 
to overcome itsseventy-five demoeratic 
majority, the republicans must secure 
thirty-eight more seats than they now 
control.. How far have they succeed- 
ed? is a question in everybody’s mouth 
that we will attempt’ to answer before 
the tabulators get fairly down to their 
work. 

“Bear in mind that the republicans 
need thirty-eight additional seats.They 
gained five of them in the Ohio election 
and four more in Indiana, reduc 
ing the number of coveted seats 
to twenty-nine. The best 
attainable information shows that th 
republicans gained on Tuesday two 
seats, in Massachusetts; four in Penn- 
sylvania (all'thnat Forney’sPress claims); 
one in Tennessee; twu in Missouri; three 
in Illinois; two in Michigan; one in 
Kansas; one in Iowa and two in Califor- 
nia. They may gain one seat in New 
Hampshire next spring, making a total 
gain of nineteen reats. This would 
leave the'democrats but ten as a margin 
of seats; but the latter have gained one 
member in New York; one in New Jer- 
sey; two in South Carolina; one in Ala- 
bama; one in Mississippi and Zone in 
Kentucky, or seven seats ail told. Sv 
that the clear gains of the republicans 
only amount to twenty-one seats, leav- 
ing seventeen seats that they 
did not and cannot -- capture. 
The failure to secure these 
seventeen seats gives the democrats a 
working majority of thirty-four in 
congress that will serve half through 
the next presidential term. 

‘ It is fortunate that the next house is 
democratic. It can wonderfully aid the 
new administration in its efforts on so 
strong waste, extravagance and cor- 
ruption in the public service. With- 
out the support of a house it would be 
bound hand and foot—just.as Mr. Til- 
den has been for the past year in New 
York, where a republican legislature 
his burdened and even threatened his 
movements against the canal rings.
